The North Dakota capitol building 
was destroyed by fire Sunday 
Practically all of the official rec­ 
ords. files and historical docum ents 
of the state were consumed by the 
flames which started on the upper 
floor of the four-story brick build­ 
ing, spread rapidly, 
and destroyed 
the main structure and both wings. 
State affairs 
were 
thrown 
into 
turmoil and 
Governor 
George 
F 
Shafer issued a call for an im m e­ 
diate meeting of all state officials to 
consider the situation. 
The capitol was erected in 1884 at 
a time 
when 
North 
and 
Bout ii 
Dakota were one unit of govern­ 
m ent under the title 
of 
‘ Dakota 
Territory.’ 
The 
two 
wings were 
added in 1894 and 1904. 
Although the monetary loss is not 
expected to exceed 
$600,000, 
the 
damage caused 
by 
destruction of 
the records was described as incal­ 
culable." 
"Loss of the records will result in 


the greatest confusion in the state’s 
history and years will elapse before 
it is untangled."
